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DIRECTORS’  REPORT 


The  Sharon  Sanatorium  was  opened  February  9,  1891, 
with  accommodations  for  nine  women.  It  received  its  first 
patient  a  week  later.  Seventeen  cases  were  treated  the 
first  year  at  a  cost  of  $4,521.00. 

From  1892  to  1899  the  Sanatorium  remained  the  same 
size  and  the  expenditures  each  year  varied  from  $6,620.63 
to  $8,009.68. 

Dr.  Vincent  Y.  Bowditch,  the  Founder  and  Medical 
Director  for  many  of  the  earlier  years,  kept  a  diary  in 
which  he  made  interesting  entries  from  time  to  time.  One 
of  the  most  notable  of  these  was  made  when  the  institution 
had  been  in  existence  twenty-five  years.  At  that  time  there 
were  several  carefully  written  pages  telling  of  the  aims  and 
aspirations,  trials,  disappointments,  and  finally  success. 

Doctor  Trudeau  had  started  an  institution  in  the  Adi- 
rondacks  in  New  York  State  to  furnish  a  place  for  the  open- 
air  treatment  of  Tuberculosis  at  a  considerable  altitude, 
several  years  before  the  Sharon  experiment  was  started. 

Doctor  Bowditch  wanted  to  determine  if  an  Institution 
at  Sharon  —  nearer  the  ocean  and  at  a  lower  altitude  — - 
where  the  sandy  loam  dried  out  quickly  after  rain  would 
be  suitable. 

In  his  Diary  Doctor  Bowditch  spoke  of  his  many  hopes 
and  discouragements  and  then  how,  with  persistence,  he 
had  new  hopes  and  then  more  discouragements,  but  always 
he  finally  decided  to  push  forward  again.  He  wrote  that 
at  times  he  felt  that  he  would  like  to  set  fire  to  the  build¬ 
ings  and  end  the  experiment  —  just  as  Doctor  Trudeau 
had  felt  at  times  that  he  would  like  to  put  dynamite  under 
his  experiment  in  the  Adirondacks. 
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But  as  “sunshine  still  must  follow  rain,”  Doctor  Bow- 
ditch  always  decided  finally  to  persist  because  he  was  try¬ 
ing  a  worth-while  experiment  that  must  succeed.  So,  with 
new  hopes  and  new  plans  he  pushed  forward  again  and 
again  —  until  at  the  end  of  twenty-five  years  he  writes 
that  he  felt  well  repaid  for  the  long  and  arduous  years  of 
work,  discouragements,  renewals  of  effort,  with  finally 
most  encouraging  results  at  the  end  of  the  quarter  of  a 
century. 

The  annual  printed  reports  of  the  Sharon  Sanatorium 
are  most  interesting  to  read  and  study,  because  they  show 
a  gradual  but  steady  growth  of  physical  plant  and  a  plan 
of  operation  always  growing  and  improving. 

Many,  if  not  all,  of  the  printed  Annual  Reports  are  still 
available  and  may  be  had  by  any  one  especially  interested 
in  the  complete  history,  growth  and  work  of  the  Sana¬ 
torium.  The  Report  for  1929  was  called  “His  Last  Years” 
and  contains  a  splendid  portrait  of  Dr.  Vincent  Yardley 
Bowditch  and  a  beautifully  worded  testimonial  regarding 
the  great  work  that  he  had  done.  It  also  contains  a  con¬ 
densed  history  of  the  Sanatorium  from  its  origin  up  to  and 
including  the  Year  1929. 

On  the  death  of  Doctor  Bowditch,  the  Superintendent, 
Dr.  Walter  A.  Griffin,  who  had  been  Resident  Physician 
for  many  years,  also  assumed  the  additional  duties  and 
title  of  Medical  Director. 

So  the  Sanatorium  for  treatment  of  tuberculosis  has  been 
in  existence  nearly  fifty  years  and  has  had  a  most  honor¬ 
able  record  of  work  accomplished  during  that  time.  It  has 
kept  to  the  standards  of  excellence  that  were  first  laid  down 
by  Doctor  Bowditch,  so  far  as  it  has  been  possible  in  the 
inevitable  changes  that  have  come  with  time.  The  Insti¬ 
tution  was  started  as  a  pioneer  endeavor  to  cure  tuber- 
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culosis,  and  because  of  its  missionary  work,  other  insti¬ 
tutions  have  sprung  up  all  over  the  country. 

Now  another  pioneer  project  has  been  started  in  the 
last  two  years  —  that  of  treating  children  who  are  con¬ 
valescing  from  rheumatic  fever  with  the  same  methods 
that  would  be  used  if  they  had  tuberculosis.  Such  an 
experiment  certainly  would  have  delighted  Doctor  Bow- 
ditch,  and  the  Medical  Director’s  Report  of  this  new  en¬ 
deavor  is  very  encouraging. 

However,  such  a  project  needs  large  financial  support. 
The  Children’s  Mission  to  Children  has  financed  the  un¬ 
dertaking  to  a  limited  extent,  but  it  cannot  pay  enough  to 
meet  all  the  expenses,  nor  has  it  been  able  to  meet  the 
limited  cost  sufficient  to  keep  the  beds  filled  during  the 
summer  time.  This  problem  of  treating  children  who  are 
convalescing  from  rheumatic  fever  is  most  important.  If 
successful  it  should  save  many  in  this  Community  from 
the  chronic  damaging  effects  of  rheumatism  whether  this 
be  of  joints  or  permanent  heart  frailty.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  the  Sharon  Sanatorium  may  become  a  splendid  con¬ 
valescent  home  where  children  who  are  recovering  from 
rheumatic  fever  may  find  great  and  lasting  benefit. 

The  financing  of  an  institution  in  these  troubled  times 
is,  as  every  one  knows,  a  difficult  problem.  Whereas  the 
Sanatorium  ran  behind  over  $4,000.00  two  years  ago,  it  is 
somewhat  encouraging  that  during  the  present  year  the 
finances  have  been  in  the  red  only  a  few  hundred  dollars. 
(See  Treasurer’s  Report  on  Page  15.) 

With  a  splendid  Sanatorium  within  twenty  miles  of 
Boston  in  the  beautiful  wooded  hills  of  Sharon,  with  two 
most  worth-while  projects  —  THE  CURING  OF  TUBER¬ 
CULOSIS  and  THE  CURING  OF  RHEUMATIC 
FEVER  —  it  is  hoped  that  those  who  are  interested  in 
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furthering  these  two  worthy  endeavors  will  give  gener¬ 
ously  to  help  those  who  need  these  treatments.  (See  Med¬ 
ical  Director’s  Report  on  Page  7.)

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MEDICAL  DIRECTOR’S  REPORT  FOR  1939 


The  beds  in  the  main  Sanatorium  have  been  filled  to 
about  the  same  capacity  as  last  year.  The  Children’s 
Pavilion,  on  the  other  hand,  has  brought  up  the  number  of 
hospital  days  to  above  what  the  number  was  last  year. 
This  means  that  the  Sanatorium  has  given  more  service. 
The  nearer  this  may  be  brought  to  one  hundred  per  cent 
of  capacity  the  better  will  the  institution  justify  its 
existence. 

We  are  now  in  the  second  year  of  our  experiment  in 
treating  children  convalescent  from  rheumatic  fever  and 
the  results  are  certainly  encouraging.  Many  of  these  little 
patients  did  not  look  particularly  sick  when  they  came  to 
us,  although  there  were  a  few  who  appeared  very  frail. 
With  rheumatic  fever,  it  should  be  understood,  the  general 
expectation  is  that  twenty-five  per  cent,  roughly  speaking, 
will  have  a  relapse.  Our  endeavor  has  been  directed, 
therefore,  to  so  change  the  tissue  resistence  of  these  con¬ 
valescents  by  methods  similar  to  those  used  in  the  treat¬ 
ment  of  tuberculosis  that  this  tendency  will  no  longer  be 
present.  These  methods  are  the  trilogy  of  tuberculosis 
treatment  —  abundant  rest,  out  of  doors  living  and  good 
food.  So  far,  we  are  happy  to  record,  none  of  the  children 
who  were  with  us  last  winter  have  shown  any  symptoms  of 
recurrence  of  disease. 

The  general  condition  of  the  Sanatorium  plant  is  good. 
All  repairs  caused  by  the  hurricane  destruction  have  now 
been  made.  The  woods  have  been  cleaned  of  underbrush, 
which  was  such  a  fire  menace,  and  we  are  now  making 
ready  for  the  planting  of  seedlings  in  the  spring  to  start 
again  our  pine  groves. 

There  are  always  needs  which  are  more  or  less  urgent. 
For  example,  certain  replacements  are  desirable  to  bring 
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the  X-ray  department  to  a  more  efficient  level ;  redecorat¬ 
ing  of  many  of  the  rooms  occupied  by  patients  would  help 
the  general  homelike  tone  of  the  institution;  possibly  the 
altering  of  a  part  of  the  main  building  for  the  use  of  adult 
cases  of  arthritis  should  be  considered.  If  this  latter  pro¬ 
ject  were  attempted,  funds  would  be  necessary,  not  only 
for  the  alterations  to  the  building,  but  also  for  the  after 
maintenance  of  patients.  We  learn  from  the  Robert  Bent 
Brigham  Hospital  staff  that  there  is  need  of  beds  for  adult 
arthritis,  but,  unfortunately,  such  patients  are  frequently 
without  funds.  It  would  be  foolish,  however,  for  us  to  take 
on  a  new  department  which  would  greatly  drain  the  treas¬ 
ury  and  hamper  our  present  endeavors  to  help  the  sick  and 
needy. 

In  the  adult  department  of  the  Sanatorium  there  is 
always  a  financial  demand  for  the  care  of  many  individuals, 
some  of  whom  cannot  at  any  time  pay  the  full  price  of  the 
board,  and  many  others  who  feel  that  they  cannot  con¬ 
tinue  their  treatment  as  long  as  is  desirable  because  they 
do  not  have  the  money  to  do  so. 

In  the  Children’s  Pavilion  the  costs  are  met  in  part  only 
by  the  Children’s  Mission  to  Children.  That  this  work  in 
the  study  of  rheumatic  fever  may  continue  and  possibly  be 
enlarged  in  scope  it  will  be  necessary  for  additional  sums 
of  money  to  be  raised.  The  results  of  treatment  so  far 
achieved  certainly  seem  to  warrant  a  special  appeal  and  it 
is  hoped  that  some  individual  or  some  group  will  think  this 
work  with  children  of  sufficient  importance  to  be  liberally 
supported. 

It  is  hoped,  therefore,  that  generous  donations  for  some 
or  all  of  these  projects  may  be  forthcoming.

The  occupations  of  the  patients  before  coming  to  the 
Sanatorium  were  as  follows:  home  makers,  9;  school¬ 
teachers,  2;  religious  worker,  1;  maid,  1;  nurse,  1;  book¬ 
keepers,  2;  designer,  1;  student,  1;  living  at  home,  2. 
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Of  the  eighteen  children  who  were  discharged  from  the 
Children’s  Pavilion  there  were  three  of  the  type  who  were 
formerly  admitted  to  the  Pavilion,  namely,  those  who 
were  undernourished,  underweight  and  needed  building  up. 
These  gained  respectively  13^4,  8x/i  and  7  pounds. 

The  remaining  fifteen  were  children  who  had  had  rheu¬ 
matic  fever  in  the  Children’s  Hospital  and  who  were  sent 
here  with  the  hope  of  preventing  relapse.  All  of  these 
children  went  home  in  excellent  physical  condition.  While 
here  they  were  protected  from  contact  with  anyone  having 
respiratory  infections,  so  far  as  this  was  possible,  and  none 
of  them  had  more  than  fleeting  symptoms  of  colds.  It  is 
noteworthy  that  there  was  no  incidence  of  any  recurrence 
of  their  rheumatism  while  in  the  Pavilion  and  none  of  them 
have  reported  any  adverse  symptoms  since  returning  home.

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BY-LAWS  OF  THE  SHARON  SANATORIUM

Article  I. 

The  Corporation  shall  be  composed  of  those  persons  signing  the  articles  of 
association  and  of  such  persons  as  they  or  their  successors  shall  elect  to  be  members 


Article  II. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Wednesday 
of  December  in  each  year  at  such  time  and  place  in  the  city'of  Boston  as  the  Presi¬ 
dent,  or  in  default  of  appointment  by  him  the  Secretary  may  appoint,  and  notice 
of  the  said  meeting  shall  be  sent  to  the  members  at  least  seven  days  before  the 
meeting. 

Special  meetings  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  called  by  the  President  or  Secretary 
by  three  days’  notice  in  writing. 

Five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  at  all  meetings  of  the  Corporation. 

Article  III. 

The  officers  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  a  President,  Secretary,  Treasurer,  and 
not  less  than  four  nor  more  than  eight  directors  at  large,  who  shall  serve  for  one 
year  and  until  others  shall  be  elected  in  their  stead.  The  said  officers  shall  con¬ 
stitute  a  Board  of  Directors,  and  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  manage 
the  affairs  of  the  Corporation  subject  to  such  regulations  and  restrictions  as  the 
member^  at  meetings  of  the  Corporation  may  from  time  to  time  establish. 

Article  IV. 

The  Board  of  Directors  shall  have  power  to  take  any  measures  which  they  may 
deem  expedient  for  encouraging  subscriptions,  donations,  and  bequests  to  the 
Corporation;  to  enter  into  and  bind  the  Corporation  by  such  compacts  and  en¬ 
gagements  as  they  may  deem  advantageous;  to  appoint  from  time  to  time  such 
agents  or  committees  as  they  shall  think  proper  to  attend  to  the  practical  details 
of  the  working  of  the  hospital  or  to  oversee  and  superintend  the  same;  to  appoint 
or  engage  the  physicians,  surgeons,  matrons,  attendants,  and  servants  employed 
in  the  hospital  and  define  their  duties;  and  this  power  they  may  delegate  to  any  of 
the  committees  above  referred  to,  if  they  shall  see  fit  so  to  do. 

The  Board  of  Directors  may  fill  all  vacancies  in  the  Board  up  to  the  limit  in 
numbers  authorized  by  these  By-Laws. 

Three  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  at  all  meetings  of  the  Directors. 

There  shall  be  meetings  of  the  Directors  quarterly,  on  the  second  Wednesday 
of  March,  June,  September,  and  December.  Special  meetings  of  the  Directors 
shall  be  called  by  the  Secretary. 

Article  V. 

The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Corporation  and  Directors. 
In  his  absence  a  President  pro  tempore  shall  be  chosen. 

Article  VI. 

The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  have  the  custody  of  all  moneys,  deeds,  and 
securities  of  the  Corporation,  which  he  shall  keep  and  manage  under  the  control 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  or  any  committee  of  the  Board.  He  shall  pay  no  moneys 
but  by  order  of  the  Board  of  Directors  or  their  committees. 

Article  VII. 

The  Secretary  shall  attend  all  meetings  of  the  Corporation  and  Directors  and 
keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  each  meeting  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose ; 
she  shall  give  notice  of  all  meetings  of  the  Corporation,  as  is  provided  in  Article  II, 
and  of  all  meetings  of  the  Directors. 


Article  VIII. 

The  property  of  this  Corporation  shall  not  be  alienated  nor  shall  any  real  estate 
be  purchased  except  with  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  all  the  Directors. 

Article  IX. 

These  By-Laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  meeting  of  the  Corporation 
by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  at  such  meeting.

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General  Statement 


The  Sanatorium 

Established  and  incorporated  in  1891. 

Object:  To  supply  a  suitable  institution  for  the  treatment  of  incipient  pulmonary 
disease  and  certain  other  chronic  conditions  in  persons  of  refinement  and 
limited  means. 

Capacity:  30  patients. 

Location:  In  the  pines  at  Sharon  about  five  minutes  from  the  station  of  the 
N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  R.R.  Sharon  is  about  equally  distant  from  Boston  and 
Providence — 19  miles  from  Boston. 

Terms:  The  price  of  board  and  medical  care  is  $20.00  a  week,  exclusive  of  per¬ 
sonal  laundry. 

The  Grounds:  The  Sanatorium  grounds  cover  120  acres — the  elevation  and  out¬ 
look  are  most  desirable.  Pure  air  is  abundant. 

Food:  No  pains  nor  expense  are  spared  to  provide  the  patients  with  the  most 
nourishing  diet. 


The  Children’s  Pavilion  and  Open  Air  Boarding  School 

Established  in  1918  through  the  generosity  of  friends. 

Object:  To  extend  to  debilitated  children  who  have  no  infectious  or  contagious 
disease  an  opportunity  to  live  in  the  open  and  thereby  gain  health  and  strength. 

Capacity:  20  children  between  the  ages  of  6  and  14  years. 

Location:  On  the  edge  of  the  woods  at  some  distance  from  the  main  buildings  of 
the  Sanatorium,  a  really  ideal  site. 

Terms:  $15  a  week,  exclusive  of  personal  laundry.  This  includes  board,  school 
instruction  and  medical  care  other  than  dental  and  surgical  treatment. 

Studies:  These  are  made  as  flexible  as  possible.  Every  advantage  is  given  the 
individual.  Classes  and  grades,  however,  are  planned  according  to  the 
standard  of  the  best  public  schools,  with  a  view  to  the  pupil’s  keeping  up 
with  his  grade. 

Sessions:  The  morning  session  is  devoted  to  upper  grade  work  and  the  afternoon 
session  to  the  lower  grade. 

Leisure  Time:  Handicraft  work,  with  merry  games  and  outings,  are  under  the 
oversight  of  a  well-qualified  teacher. 

Rest  Periods  and  Meals:  These  are  ample  and  are  carefully  attended  to  by  a 
trained  nurse  and  a  dietitian,  with  the  advice  of  the  doctor. 


VISITING  HOURS 

The  visiting  hours  of  either  department  are  from  3  to  5 
p.  m.  daily. 


Important 

The  charges  made  to  patients  of  the  Sanatorium  or  of  the  Children’s  Pavilion 
do  not  cover  the  expense  of  maintenance. 

While  this  is  not  a  commercial  enterprise,  neither  is  it  a  charity  in  the  usual 
sense,  but,  like  the  privileges  of  our  colleges,  these  are  benefits  which  self-respecting 
families  may  accept. 

Application  for  admission  should  be  made  to  Medical  Director,  Dr.  Walter  A. 
Griffin,  at  the  Sanatorium,  or  311  Beacon  Street,  Boston,  Massachusetts. 
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
